Construction traffic 
will slow down 1-275 
worse than snow storms 


Traffic on 1-275 has been slow 
during this winter’s snow storms, 
but it will be even slower during 
the upcoming spring-summer-fall 
road construction season when 
MDOT tears up seven miles of 
roads. 

When eight lanes are cut down 
to six, traffic flow will be stran¬ 
gled, especially during rush hour, 
which is already a crawl. 

The state will be spending $50 
million to delay traffic for another 
year, as if spring-summer-fall 1998 
wasn’t bad enough. Only road con¬ 
struction can increase congestion 
on bad roads. 

Then what’s the purpose of 
highway construction? If you fol¬ 
low the money, it’s obvious that 
the only beneficiaries are the as¬ 
phalt companies and their politi¬ 
cal cronies in Lansing, who coin¬ 
cidentally receive large contribu¬ 
tions from the road construction 
industry.

‘Metro 9 midfield terminal 
contractor hired by county

Construction of the $366 mil¬ 
lion Detroit Metro Airport 
midfield terminal is about to 
begin and is expected to be 
completed in the last quarter 
of 2001. 

This announcement was 
made jointly last week by Ray 
Vecci, Northwest Airlines 
President of Michigan Oper¬ 
ators, and Wayne County Exec¬ 
utive Ed McNamara. 

Named as general contrac¬ 
tor of the massive project is 
Huber, Hunt and Nichols of In- 
dianapolis...the same company 
currently constructing Tiger 
Stadium. 

McNamara once again 
vowed “the county and North¬ 
west are working closely to in¬ 
sure that the new terminal is 
built on time and on budget 
and that the facility showcases 
the very best of our commu¬ 
nity.” 

He added “our airport is the 
first impression we make on

many visitors; we want that im¬ 
pression to be welcoming and 
pleasant.” 

The project includes a ter¬ 
minal building, an East Con¬ 
course with 66 jet aircraft 
gates and a West Concourse 
with an additional eight jet 
gates and 25 commuter aircraft 
gates. 

A “People Mover” will be 
featured on the East Con¬ 


course that will allow the 
movement of people from one 
end of the mile-long concourse 
in just two and a half minutes. 

It is projected that a central¬ 
ized luggage handling system 
will be added to minimize lug¬ 
gage processing and delivery 
times. 

The terminal that will be 
owned by Wayne County and 
leased by Northwest Airlines, 
will also include high arched 
ceilings, open spaces and div¬ 
erse airport concessions. 

It was reported that the 
competitive process for a gen¬ 
eral contractor has taken over 
15 months and recently was 
narrowed to four construction 
teams. 

The decision to give the con¬ 
tract to Huber, Hunt and 
Nichols came last week and 
carried the award price of 
$365,523,239. 

HHN will now award sub¬ 
contracts worth millions of 
dollars to smaller firms and 
suppliers - expected to in¬ 
clude 2,000 full time workers.

2 sudden deaths 
stun and sadden 
the Romulus area

The sudden deaths of 1999 
Greater Romulus Chamber of 
Commerce winner Zeffie 
Beanum - a week before she 
was to be honored - and popu¬ 
lar young Romulus High 
School honor roll student 
Davette Edwards saddened 
Romulus area residents last 
week. 

Mrs. Beanum - a long time 
Romulus activist, quality par¬ 
ent and step mom to 20 others 
- fell critically ill early last 
week. 

Chamber exective secretary 
Karan Johnson called this 
writer last Tuesday to ask for a 
notice to be published that the 
planned weekend testimonial 
dinner was to be cancelled. 

Mrs. Beanum’s condition 
worsened and she died on 
Wednesday. 

Chamber leaders hope that 
some type of memorial service, 
luncheon or dinner can be set 
up to honor their 19th annual 
Person of the Year’s memory. 

It was the first time in its 
history that the Romulus 
Chamber had to cancel such a 
festivity, chamber officials 
said. 

Instead of this weekend’s 
planned dinner-dance, Mrs. 
Beanum’s memory and her im¬ 
pact on the Romulus commu¬ 
nity were outlined and praised 
at her funeral conducted at the 
Church of Our Father in De¬ 
troit on Monday. 

Among her survivors was a 
daughter, Diane Meriweather, 
wife of Romulus High School’s 
Athletic Director Jesse Mer¬ 
iweather. 


Mrs. Beanum’s 
condition worsened 
and she died on 
Wednesday. 


Meanwhile at the other end 
of the age spectrum -- Romulus 
teens were shocked to hear of 
the sudden death of their 
friend and classmate, Danette 
Edwards. 

Danette, only 15, was al¬ 
ready displaying many of the 
same fine qualities Mrs. 
Beanum was to be honored for, 
school officials said. 

City Recreational Director 
and School Trustee Debbie 
Dick reported Danette had al¬ 
ready developed a history of 
volunteerism at the city’s rec 
center ... teaching them to read 
and assisting with the city’s an¬ 
nual Easter Egg hunt. 

School officials reacted to 
the news of Danette’s death 
due to a bacterial type of men¬ 
ingitis by sending letters to 
parents of Romulus High stu¬ 
dents, alerting them to physi¬ 
cal symptoms of the disease. 

The suddenness of 
Danette’s illness and then 
death had school officials and 
local parents concerned, but 
on Monday Principal Daniel 
Hurst said he had received no 
calls about any other possible 
cases of the disease. 

Students and faculty mem¬ 
bers reportedly attended the 
weekend viewing and funeral 
of the young student. 


Storm forces various 
flight cancellations

While such fierce storms 
usually remain on the ground 
for only minutes at a 
time...they can create all types 
of human and structural dam¬ 
age. 

Because the tornado season 
is only a month away, Leduc 
urges homeowners and busi¬ 
ness leaders to plan in ad¬ 
vance what areas of the 
buildings will be used as shel¬ 
ter areas. 

Make sure that radios and 
TVs that will be used for emer¬ 
gency information gathering 
are in good shape and are in 
key locations. 

Devising tornado drills at 
home and at work are also ex¬ 
tremely important, she said. 

Also plan what to do after a 
storm, before the tornado sea¬ 
son begins, Leduc advises. 

Those plans should include: 

•knowing key areas to check 
homes, buildings and vehicles 
for damage. 

•stockpiling approved and 
chlorinated drinking water 
supplies. 

•keeping lists of important 
phone numbers (electric com¬ 
pany, insurance agents, etc.) 
hand’' for quick reference in 
an ex. gency. 

♦aft stores hit make sure 
to chec e?s 7 electric&ower 
lines fo aj foblems.

American, United and 
Northwest Airlines were 
forced to cancel some incom¬ 
ing and outgoing flights at De¬ 
troit Metro Airport in recent 
days -- often because of 
weather conditions in Chicago 
or Minneapolis. 

Last Saturday about 200 
passengers were stranded at 
Metro Airport because of the 
snowstorm that hit the Metro 
area overnight, compared to 
about 2,000 early in January. 

At press time more snow 
was falling at Metro Airport in 
Romulus, which could force 
Northwest Airlines to impose 
additional selective flight can¬ 
cellations. 

Also over the weekend, 
three non-English speaking 
visitors from Japan caused a 
breach of airport security, 
when they inadvertently 
walked into a security area. 

Airport spokesman Michael 
Conway said local travelers 
immediately called the breach

of security to airport officials 
notice and the trio were 
stopped, quizzed and later re¬ 
leased since it was apparent 
the breach was an accident 
and no threatening action had 
been planned or took place. 

Conway said the new $1 1/2 
milion electronic camera sys¬ 
tem “worked perfectly” and 
the three Oriental men were 
found quickly and were carry¬ 
ing the same items shown in 
the film. 

It appears a security agent 
was talking to another traveler 
and didn’t notice the trio, Con¬ 
way said. International signs - 
rather than English - are used 
in most airports like Metro, but 
apparently the foreign visitors 
didn’t notice the signs. 

No further action is slated 
in this matter, Conway added.

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Commitment to students boosts enrollment 
at Wayne County Community College 


It hasn’t happened over 
night, but they’re finally mak¬ 
ing it happen, say administra- 
tors at Wayne County 
Community College District’s 
western campus in Belleville. 
The college is for the first time 
in years seeing an increase in 
enrollment, a result of a re¬ 
newed commitment to area 
students. 

Provost Paul Loeber says in 
the past, students were frus¬ 
trated with class cancellations 
and limited choices, but WC- 
CCD administration has com¬ 
mitted to turning that around. 
“We’re going to bite the bullet. 
We’re allowing students to get 
a transfer degree, and we’re 
holding classes even if the en¬ 
rollment is low,” he said. 

The school’s new attitude 
came about after several sur¬ 
veys of local students and busi¬ 
nesses. What WCCCD found is 
that degree-seeking students 
want to attend community col¬ 
lege, as long as it’s possible to 
transfer their credits to four- 
year colleges and universities. 
And those who are seeking 
technical training want afford¬ 
able, timely training that will 
put them in demand in the job 
market. Local businesses 
wanted one-day, job specific 
seminars to help their already- 
trained employees perform 
even better. 

So, WCCCD listened, and lo- 
and-behold, enrollment in¬ 
creased by a third. And then it 
increased by a third again the 
following semester. 

“It’s very interesting how 
well your business can suc¬ 
ceed when you listen to what 
your customers are telling 
you,” Loeber said. 

This is very good news to lo¬ 
cal students and businesses 
alike. With college tuition 
costs climbing every year, 
many students opt to attend 
community colleges. Loeber 
says that even Eastern Michi¬ 
gan University, one of the more 
reasonably-priced four-year 
universities in the state, costs 
double WCCCD’s tuition. Fig¬ 
ure in room and board, and the 
difference is even greater. 

Living at home offers more 
advantages to students than 
simple costs, too. “In order to 


be an effective student at a lot 
of schools, you have to live on 
campus,” says Loeber. “But 
then, you’re away from home 
for the first time and the struc¬ 
tured environment is gone/’ 
This change in environment 
means to many students that 
their support system also van¬ 
ishes, and they find that 
they’re not as motivated as 
they were in high school. Often 
they find themselves too 
wrapped up in “extracurricu¬ 
lar” activities, and their 
grades suffer. 

By taking advantage of con¬ 
tinuing family support, and 
cutting costs- often meaning 
eliminating the need to work 
full-time while attending 
classes-students at commu¬ 
nity colleges thrive, explains 
Loeber. “Students who attend 
community college for the first 
two years and transfer to four- 
year universities graduate 
with the same grade point av¬ 
erages as students who start at 
the four-year schools,” he said. 

Students are taking advan¬ 
tage of technical training, as 
well. WCCCD is offering a 
brand new program, so new 
they haven’t graduated any of 
its students yet. But those stu¬ 
dents are already getting job 
offers. 

The program is a spin off 
from the school’s five-and- 
a-half week truck driver train¬ 
ing program. The new course 
in heavy Equipment mainte¬ 
nance is attracting students on 
every level, said Loeber. Stu¬ 
dents can earn a one-year or 
two-year certificate, or an as¬ 
sociates degree from WCCCD, 
the only community college in 
the state to offer a heavy 
equipment maintenance pro¬ 
gram.

| WCCCD is changing their 
recreation attitude, too. Part-' 
nering with Ford Motor Co.

summer. 

Quality programs like this 
are just examples of WCCCD’s 
commitment to the community. 
“We’ve made a million-dollar

I’m beginning to think the Plymouth- 
Canton COMMUNITY CRIER has more lives 
than a cat The newspaper, the brainchild 
of eclectic Edward Wendover, some twenty 
years ago, keeps on publishing despite sev¬ 
eral events that would have forced an ordi¬ 
nary businessperson to throw in the towel.

The judgment had been granted to a 
creditor that did printing for the CRIER 
and did not get paid. The stockholder ac¬ 
ted on the judgment by forcing the court 
to take the CRIERs assjets. 

This is only a year after the Internal 
Revenue Service padlocked the same of¬ 
fices for nonpayment of a substantial debt 
Again, many of us, would have said the hell 
with it and exited for greener pastures. 
Not Wendover He steered his way through 
the embarrassment and financial pressure 
like John Paul Jones steered his frigate 
through the British navy. 

He is a survivor and to him and his crew 
I would like to tip my hat I have no doubt 
they will come through the latest crisis 
with renewed vigor to publish a top-notch 
community weekly. In this day and age of 
consolidation and intense competitive 
pressures, no one knows better than I, the 
challenges the CRIER faces.

Dear Anonymous: I’m so sorry for you and 
every other woman who has suffered abuse by the 
hand of a man. The next 6 months will be a blur of 
activity for you, so let’s get started. 

I’m sending $2,000, which will set up housing 
and see to your most immediate needs. Then there 
is the obvious-having to deal with your emotions 
on a healing curve. It's a private journey you must 
undertake if you are ever to recover from the 
abuse. I wish you well and I hope some day you 
can dance like no one is watching.

Royal Pointe subdivision in 

Canton weekday afternoons. At 
that time, the subdivision's streets 
are deserted.

If these people won't support 
attempts at improving education 
in their neighborhood, yet want to 
support better schools, where do 
they propose to build them? 

I wonder where because the 
protesters didn't say, though a few 
were quoted in press accounts as 
saying that they supported the 
National Heritage Charter 
School's proposal, just not in their 
neighborhood. 

I have watched neighborhood 
groups oppose proposed neighborhood 
shopping centers and office build¬ 
ings. Though I support mixed 
pedestrian-friendly zoning, I can 
sympathize with them. 

But how can I sympathize with 
neighbors, especially parents of 
kids, who would oppose a neigh¬ 
borhood school? 

Are neighborhood schools the 
enemy? Or are children the ene¬ 
my? 

But I must give the parents the 
benefit of the doubt They are not 
against their children as much as 
they are misinformed. They 
fear that the school will drop 
their property values. 

To dispel them of this false no¬ 
tion, they should get Plymouth- 
Canton bench marking study and 
look at the communities with bet¬ 
ter schools than Plymouth-Can¬ 
ton, places like Bloomfield. 

What do these communities all 
have in common? 

High property values. 

With a little thought, perhaps 
these residents will realize how 
important good schools are to a 


community's stability and quality 
of life. By keeping National Her¬ 
itage Charter School, these home- 
owners are weakening Canton 
and their own neighborhood, hur¬ 
rying the day when new wannabe 
homeowners will leapfrog over 
Canton to Superior or Salem or 
Ann Arbor, creating more sprawl 
and more traffic in Canton -- 
much more than the 200 trips at 
the proposed charter school. 

Not only that, but city planners 
are drooling over the prospect of 
widening Beck. Why else would 
the Canton Community Founda¬ 
tion be promoting how accessible 
the proposed performing arts au¬ 
ditorium will be after Beck be¬ 
comes a highway 

That said, all is not lost with 
the charter school. On March 23, 
the township board has a chance 
to validate Angela Wolosiewicz, a 
staff planner, who, in recommend¬ 
ing special land use approval for 
the school, said: "Hie facility will ben¬ 
efit the community by providing a 
quality educational alternative 
and generating property taxes as 
it is a private enterprise." 

For the betterment of the town¬ 
ship, children living in the town¬ 
ship, and Royal Pointe, the board 
must approve the special land 
use. 

Later, after many charter 
school students' successes have 
graced the township, homeown¬ 
ers will get down on their knees 
and thank the board for saving 
the township from Royal Pointe 
neighbors' temporary delusioa 

With luck, the board will also 
abandon plans to "improve" Beck. 
While Canton needs the charter 
school, it doesn't need more Fbrd 
roads.

Fed’s perpetual 
motion machine 
creates prosperity 

To the Editor: 

Can Fed chairman Alan 
Greenspan keep the global 
economy and the US stock 
market afloat simply be stuff¬ 
ing money into them? It’s 
worked so far. Here’s how: 

The liquidity lessons that 
Dr. Greenspan learned during 
the 1987 Crash were used suc¬ 
cessfully again last fall to keep 
the financial markets afloat. 
But, how long can Greenspan 
go on printing money? 

Amazingly, the excess 
global capacity that all that 
new money has created is 
causing deflation in the real 
economy. And, of course, defla¬ 
tion is a darn good reason to 
keep printing even more 
money. 

So, the more money that 
Greenspan prints, the more 
overbuilding of capacity takes 
place, and the lower prices go. 
Therefore, printing money 
causes deflation. Classical eco¬ 
nomics was wrong! 

Of course, if prices go too 
low, businesses won’t want to 
expand anymore. And the only 
ones wanted to borrow will be 
the poor who can't repay. 
That's called a liquidity trap. 

But wait. The extra money I 
could reasonably go into stock 
market speculation causing a 
financial asset bubble. So, the 




more money Greenspan prints 
the higher stock prices go. 

Eureka! A perpetual motion 
machine. Prospertiy forever.

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CITY OF ROMULUS 

CHAPTER 29 
ARTICLE V 

AN ORDINANCE TO AMEND CHAPTER 29 OF THE 
ROMULUS CITY CODE ENTITLED, “SIGNS” BY 
REVISING ARTICLE V, SUBSECTION 92 “BILL 
BOARDS,” TO THE CODE OF ORDINANCES OF THE 
CltY OF ROMULUS, MICHIGAN. 

THE CITY OF ROMULUS, WAYNE COUNTY, MICHI 
GAN, HEREBY ORDAINS: 

Section 1: Chapter 29, “Signs” is amended by revising Article 

V, Subsection 92 entitled, “Billboards” as follows: 

Section 29.92 - Billboards. 

(a) Area and height limitations. No billboard having a surface area 
greater than three hundred (300) square feet may be erected or 
maintained, except that billboards with a surface area of up to 
seven hundred (700) square feet that are within 150 feet of an 
interstate may be erected or maintained. The zoning board of 
appeals may not approve any billboard with a surface area over 
one thousand two hundred (1,200) square feet. Such approval 
may be given where the erection or maintenance of the sign will 
not be detrimental to the use of any adjoining commercial or res¬ 
idential land. No billboard may be erected to a height greater 
than the height for the zoning district in which it is to be erected 
pursuant to Section 22.01 of the zoning ordinance; however, bill¬ 
boards which are located on a permitted zoning district adjacent 
to an interstate highway may be erected to a height of forty-five 
(45) feet. 

(b) Location 

(1) Billboard and outdoor advertising display signs may 
only be located in C-2, M-l, M-2, MT-1 and MT-2 
zoning districts along a freeway or major thorough 
fare as defined in the City of Romulus Master Plan 
with a right-of-way of 120 feet or more. Billboard or 
outdoor advertising display signs may not be erected 
or maintained within five hundred (500) feet of any 
public park, recreation ground, public reservation, 
school, church, residentially zoned district or exist 
ing residential use, nor within fifty (50) feet of street 
lines at any street intersection. 

(2) All billboards and outdoor advertising display signs 
shall observe setbacks as required by respective zon 
ing districts. However, no billboard or outdoor 
advertising display sign shall be located closer than 
fifty (50) feet from a street. Billboards must be sepa 
rated by a minimum of one thousand (1,000) lineal 
feet along freeways and major thoroughfares having 
a right-of-way of one hundred twenty (120) feet, or 
more, in width. The spacing requirements in this sec 
tion apply to signs on either side of the roadway and 
shall be measured parallel to the right-of-way. 

(c) Materials required. All billboards and outdoor advertising dis¬ 
play signs, when attached to buildings and structures, shall have 
all structural and supporting members constructed of incom- 


bustible materials. Moldings, cappings, nailing blocks, letters, 
latticing and other ornamental features of signs may be con¬ 
structed of wood, approved plastic or other materials having 
combustible characteristics similar to wood. Sign facings may be 
made of approved combustible plastics when complying with the 
general requirements and the areas listed below:

(d) Erection. All billboards and outdoor advertising display signs 
shall be securely built, constructed and erected upon posts and 
standards sunk at least four (4) feet below the natural surface of 
the ground. All posts, anchors, and bracings of wood shall be 
treated to protect them from moisture by creosoting or other 
approved methods when they rest upon or enter the ground. 

(e) Site plan review. Erection permits for billboards that are in com¬ 
pliance with this chapter shall be issued by the chief building 
inspector without site plan review. 

(f) Premises to be kept free of weeds. The site upon which a bill¬ 
board or outdoor advertising display sign is placed shall be 
maintained by the owner thereof in a clean, sanitary and inoffen¬ 
sive condition, and free and clear of all obnoxious substances, 
rubbish and weeds. 

(g) Unobstructed access. There shall be an unobstructed access to 
the proposed billboard structure, for operation, maintenance, 
repair, and inspectorial purposes, which may be provided 
through an easement. This access shall have a width and loca¬ 
tion determined by such factors as: the location of adjacent thor¬ 
oughfares and traffic circulation within the site; and any atten¬ 
dant facilities; the location of buildings and parking facilities; 


proximity to residential districts and minimizing disturbance to 
the natural landscape; and the type of equipment which will 
need to access the site. 

Section 2. Saving Clause. Nothing in this Ordinance or in the 
Code hereby adopted shall be construed to affect any suit or pro¬ 
ceeding pending in any court or administrative body, or any rights 
acquired, or liability incurred, or any cause or causes of action 
acquired or existing, under any Act or Ordinance hereby repealed 
by this Ordinance; nor shall any just or legal right or remedy of any 
character be lost, impaired or affected by this Ordinance. 

Section 3. Severability . Should any word, sentence, phrase or 
any portion of this Ordinance be held in a manner invalid by any 
court of competent jurisdiction or by any state agency having 
authority to do so for any reason whatsoever, such holdings shall be 
construed and limited to such work, sentence, phrase or any portion 
of the Ordinance held to be so invalid and shall not be construed as 
affecting the validity of any of the remaining words, sentences, 
phrases or portions of this Ordinance. 

Section 4. Conflicting Ordinances. All prior existing ordi¬ 
nances adopted by the City of Romulus inconsistent or in conflict 
with the provisions of this Ordinance are, to the extent of such con¬ 
flict or inconsistency, hereby expressly repealed. 

Section 5. Penalties. Any person who violates the provisions 
of the Ordinance shall be guilty of a misdemeanor punishable by a 
fine of not more than $500.00 and/or by imprisonment of not more 
than ninety.(90) days or both. 

Section 6. Readings. This Ordinance shall be given a first 
reading on February 8, 1999, shall be enacted on February 22, 1999 
and shall be published on or before March 11, 1999 and shall be 
effective March 11, 1999

In my last installment of the | 
‘Rouge River Report’ I prom- , 
ised to show you our report 
card. Actually, the 23 page 
publication from the Rouge 
Remedial Action Plan Advi¬ 
sory Council is an ‘interim’ re¬ 
port card, which identifies 
how the 48 communities are 
doing as of February 1999. It 
establishes the current con¬ 
dition of the river as well as 
the success of our efforts in re¬ 
storing and protecting it. 

The report is broken down 
into 18 sections that combine 
to create 6 chapters. The chap¬ 
ters are: 

1. Water Quality 

2. Impact on Nature 

3. Effect on People 

4. Protecting existing Na¬ 
ture 

5. Restoring Damage 

6. Stewardship. 

Our marks on Water Quality 
are mixed. We did OK in some 
things but missed the mark on 
others. 


going too fast. As I said last 
week a swift flowing river 
causes erosion that further 
complicates its restoration. 

I predict slowing the flow 
will emerge as a primary ob¬ 
jective for the rest of this year. 

The speed of the flow has 
given us a failing grade in Na¬ 
ture Impact as well. Nature in 
every form is so dependant 
upon the river that if the river 
has a cold, the nature around 
it has the flu. Again, develop¬ 
ment around the river has cre¬ 
ated this flow problem by 
removing the lands that would i 
have soaked up the water and 
replacing them with parking 
lots. 

The World Wildlife Fund 
has estimated that a healthy 
watershed should have a 25% 
covering of forest. The Rouge 
River Watershed has only 
4.2%. This isn’t something we 
will make up in the first year 
of the effort so the effect on 
nature in general, including 
people, hasn’t changed much 
either.

categories we have earned 
high marks. It stands to reason, 
if we want to restore the river 
we first had to stop damaging 
it. This is what Canton Towns¬ 
hip’s Watershed Management 
Strategy is all about. 

While Canton continues to 
build, develop and grow, it rec¬ 
ognizes it must do so with one 
eye on the watershed. 

We have high marks for res¬ 
toration projects too. In 1989 
the emphasis was on CSO’s 
(Combined Sewer Overflows). 
CSO’s had to be eliminated be¬ 
cause they work by dumping 
sewage and storm water right 


into the river whenever the 
treatment facility doesn’t have 
enough time to catch up. I 
know that’s hard to believe but 
it was considered acceptable 
for a very long time and undo¬ 
ing it cost a fortune. By 1998 it 
was all but completed. 

Nearly 100 pollution control 
and restoration projects are 
underway at this writing. 

Notable habitat and resto¬ 
ration projects include; re¬ 
stored canoeing on the Middle 
Branch, Newburgh Lake resto¬ 
ration, stream bank improve- 
ments in Southfield, 
Farmington, Dearborn and De¬ 
troit.

The Bonneville controls, the 
gear shift and the radio dials, 
were not very accessible to my 
short arms. I had a hard time 
reaching to put the gear shift 
into park, and I am sure if the 
radio dials were not included 
on the steering wheel I would 
have left on the same station 
the delivery personnel left it 
on when I received the car.

No-lack of surprises in a newswriter’s life 


So you want to be a news- 
writer! 

And you want to know what 
is a regular day in the life of a 
journalist. 

Well there are few regular 
days today ... particularly in 
the weekly newspaper field. 

However the morning of 
March 3, 1999 - betweeen 8 
and 9 a.m. will go down as far 
from regular. 

While hecticly preparing 
the six Michigan Community 
N ewspapers for publica¬ 
tion...this writer first got a call 
from Joel Carr, assistant super¬ 
intendent of Romulus schools, 
informing me of the death of 
Zeffie Beanum...who was to be 
honored a week later as the 
Greater Romulus Chamber of 
Commerce’s 19th annual Per¬ 
son of the Year. 

It proved to be the first time 
in history such a testimonial 
dinner had to be cancelled. 

It later was revealed Zeffie 
was deeply moved by the pri¬ 
vate luncheon she attended in 
January, when Chamber Presi¬ 
dent Larry Williams infonned 
her that she was the 1999 Per-

son of the Year award winner. 

Having been informed of 
Zeffie’s hospitalization the day 
before, I had prepared a small 
story informing the public that 
the testimonial dinner had 
been cancelled. 

That story thus needed a 
last minute change. 

Minutes after hearing that 
disappointing news, a caller 
from Inkster informed this 
writer that a young Inkster 
High student had just been hit 
by a train and was not in good 
shape. 

If that wasn’t enough gloom 
for one writer to handle in a 
half hour, minutes later Carr 
called back and stated that a 
Romulus High student had just 
died of an undisclosed ail¬ 
ment. 

“Don’t know anymore than 


that Al, but 1 felt you should 
know,” Carr concluded. 

Later luckily I found out 
that the Inkster girl, Crystal 
O’Neal, survived the train acci¬ 
dent. 

The next day, I also learned 
that the cause of death of the 
popular Romulus student - 
Davette Edwards - was a form 
of bacterial meningitis. 

Thankfully none of 
Davette’s siblings or fellow stu¬ 
dents or teachers were af¬ 
fected physically by the 
contagious disease. 

However many teachers and 
students were impacted by her 
sudden death emotionally — 
and extra counselors had to be 
called in last Wednesday to 
help them handle their grief. 

Heavy crowds were re¬ 
ported over the weekend at 
O’Neal’s viewing and funeral. 

How do newspersons han¬ 
dle such ongoing*events? By 
keeping your emotions in tact 
for the time being and then 
hopefully adjusting hours or 
days later. 

For newswriters including 
myself such events also bring 


back a flood of memo¬ 
ries...such as meningitis ... 
since that disease impacted 
my own family twice. 

Once it suddenly claimed 
the life of my 10-year-old 
brother (and room mate) and 
years later it caused a 10-day 
hospitalization of my three 
year old daughter. 

Thank God in that second 
case, my daughter Dixie Marie, 
survived and carries no scars 
from her ordeal. 

For those doubters, I must 
say it also helps to be a Chris¬ 
tian in these crises.

Mary Wroten never gave much 
thought to working in the auto in¬ 
dustry until one month before her 
21st birthday. 

Traveling on a Michigan inters¬ 
tate, she was involved in a serious 
^ — car crash which left her with a bro¬ 
ken back. Wroten, an avid softball 
player, spent months after her acci¬ 
dent in an extensive physical ther¬ 
apy program which confined her in 
a back brace for six months. 

During the time she spent in the 
hospital and the hours of physical 
therapy that followed, Wroten made 
the decision to pursue a career in 
the auto industry. She wanted to en¬ 
sure that her family and friends 
would never have to endure the 
„ pain she experienced in physical 
~ therapy after the crash. 

“When I was in the hospital after 
my accident, I decided I wanted to 
make a difference, and know that 
one day I am going to save some¬ 
one’s life,” Wroten said. 

That was more than four years 
ago. Today, Wroten, a graduate of 
Michigan State University with a 
degree in mechanical engineering 
and a minor in biomedical engi¬ 
neering, works as a crash develop¬ 
ment engineer in Ford’s vehicle 
crash safety program.

Wroten, in conjunction with her 
primary safety role, also pulls dou¬ 
ble duty as the lead project engi¬ 
neer for Ford Racing Advanced 
Technology’s Impact Sensor Pro¬ 
gram, a joint safety program bet¬ 
ween CART and Ford Racing to 
explore the tolerances of the human 
body. Wroten is responsible for 
gathering the data from in-car im¬ 
pact recorders, or “blue boxes,” 
which are similar in concept and 
design to the black boxes used to 
r econs truct airplane crashes. 

At the track, Wroten’s job begins 
when a race driver’s job ends, after 
an accident Within minutes of the 
car returning to the garage, Wroten 


grabs her laptop computer and is 
off to download the crash data from 
the recorder. 

“Having the means to acquire 
high g-force impact data from actual 
humans is something that you are 
not going to get volunteers for,” she 
said. “Unfortunately, there are acci¬ 
dents in racing, and if it’s going to 
happen, we should take advantage 
of what can be learned from it.” 

“These recorders not only help 
us improve the safety of Champ 
Cars, but they also shed light into 
the tolerances of the human body,” 
Wroten said. “It’s amazing to learn 
what the human body can tolerate 
and what its limits are.” 

The information that is being 
gathered from two years of racing 
accidents is helping Ford engineers 
refine, validate and test new 
computer-designed human crash 
models to enhance the way Ford 
crash tests vehicles. 

The nearly all-male world of rac¬ 


ing is like a fraternity, whose broth¬ 
erhood of engineers didn’t at first 
understand what Wroten was doing 
in the cockpit of the cars. 

“Although all of the drivers are 
male, and most of the team engi¬ 
neers and mechanics are male, they 
have been very helpful and under¬ 
standing of the job I do. Being a wo¬ 
man in this job can be difficult at 
times. When I first started, there 
was a little bit of eyebrow raising by 
some of the male team members, 
but that quickly went away once 
they understood what I was there to 
do,” she said. 

Wroten, a self-proclaimed race 
fan, has found the assignment very 
rewarding. “Now when there is an 
accident, the teams expect to see 
me. I think, if anything, they are ea¬ 
ger to learn how hard the impact 
was that the driver and car took,” 
Wroten said. 

When Wroten isn’t examining 
smashed race cars, she has found 
her way back to her beloved softball 
diamond, and has set a goal of 
smashing something else this year. 

“I want to hit a homer clear out of 
the park this year. I’ve come close 
before, but this year, I want to hit 
one over the fence,” she said. 

Some would say, based on her 
work in the Ford Racing program, 
she’s hit one already.

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History of the Michigan Truck Plant 


What is now the Michigan Truck 
Plant was originally built in 1957 for 
the assembly of station wagon 
bodies. Station wagon assembly was 
discontinued in 1959 and the build¬ 
ing served as a warehouse. 

In April, 1963, Ford Motor Co. de¬ 
cided to reactivate the building and 
convert it to truck assembly. Initial 
production began in February of 
1964 with a production rate of 17 
jobs per horn' and a workforce of 492 
hourly and 132 salaried employees. 
A total of 29,221 units were pro¬ 
duced in the first model year. 

In September, 1964, shortly after 
the launch of the 1965 model, a sec¬ 
ond production shift was added. 
During the first half of 1965 the 
plant was expanded by 300,000 
square feet, doubling its size. This 
expansion accommodated the intro¬ 
duction of Bronco and bus produc¬ 
tion for the 1966 model year. From 
1969 to 1979, the Michigan Truck 
Plant workforce and production 
gradually increased, with facility 
expansion for such areas as the 
Body Shop, warehouse space, and 
an expanded Trim department. 

In 1980, the recession hit Michi¬ 
gan Truck and the plant produced 
only 81,433 units, the lowest total 
volume since the 1964 model year. 
As a result of this production de¬ 
crease, the second shift was discon- 


tinued. Beginning in 1988, 
increased demand for Ford trucks 
and Broncos resulted in new expan¬ 
sions, increased line speeds, and 
the reinstatement of the second 
shift. 

On Jan. 11, 1988, the three- 
millionth truck, and F-150 Lariat, 
rolled off the final line amid cheers 
from employees and media repre¬ 
sentatives. 

The plaht continues to prosper. 
In 1993, Ford opened its $189 mil¬ 
lion “state-of-the-art” paint facility. 
At the end of 1994, the $60 million 
world class phosphate E-Coat facil¬ 
ity opened, and by February of the 
following year, Michigan Truck 
PTant became the first Ford Assem¬ 
bly Plant to launch a three-crew op¬ 
erating pattern. 

The plant now operates seven 
days a week, with a 20 per cent 
greater building capacity. On June 
12, 1996, Michigan Truck saw the 
last Ford Bronco roll off its line. It 
was a white XLT and the 1,152,890th 
Bronco. During its 30-year lifetime, 
the Bronco was built only at the 
Michigan Truck Plant. In July, 1996, 
the 572,000 square foot high tech 
body shop opened. In conjunction 
with this opening, the plant began 
producing the newly-designed, best¬ 
selling F-150 and the Ford Expedi¬ 
tion., the 1997 North American In-

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From the race track to production 


The Army’s “Be All That You Can 
Be” advertising campaign attracts 
recruits, selling its stressful, 
technology-intensive environment 
as an experience, rather than a run- 
of-the-mill job. 

Ford Motor Co., too, has for years 
enlisted engineers who are willing 
to work long hours, well into the 
evenings and through the week¬ 
ends, in a stressful, technology¬ 
intensive environment of motor rac¬ 
ing. 

Behind every piece of a modern 
race car, there’s an engineer, de¬ 
signer or mechanic who has experi¬ 
enced the rigors, pressures and 
deadlines in auto racing’s fiercely 
competitive atmosphere. 

While racing components are 
usually designed and built during a 
brief off-season, or between events, 
the constant evolution of a racing 
car requires constant changes in 
components, computers and chassis 
setup. Under super-tight deadlines, 
racing program personnel are sub¬ 
jected to development cycles which 
are mind-boggling compared to pro¬ 
duction vehicle conditions. 

“If you run into a problem, racing 
usually doesn’t give you much time 
to analyze it,” says Dan Davis, direc¬ 
tor, Ford Racing Technology. “You 
can’t take it back to Detroit, attend a 
committee meeting a week later, 


have a sub-committee meeting a 
week after that, then make a deci¬ 
sion.” 

In racing’s fast-paced, pressure- 
filled atmosphere, the teams, 
drivers and sponsors who execute 
revisions, discover and implement 
changes, faster than their similarly- 
eager competition, is the team that 
emerges victorious. On any given 
Sunday, a team of Ford engineers 
faces pressures that could intimi¬ 
date even the most daring adven¬ 
turer. 

Like rock climbers and Outward 
Bound participants, these trail- 
blazers have no choice but to rely 
on one another, operating as a team 
under the most challenging condi¬ 
tions. 

“You learn to make decisions 
quickly, knowing that those deci¬ 
sions can be the difference between 
winning and losing on Sunday,” 
Davis said. “Working under those 
conditions, and with the team peo¬ 
ple who are used to those condi¬ 
tions, helps change attitudes about 
work.” 

The Ford engineers who serviced 
the EEC-V engine management sys¬ 
tem in racing programs for many 
years returned to production engi¬ 
neering with knowledge and skills 
they developed in an environment 
far different from mainstream pro¬ 


duction work. _ 

Engineer Kerry Baldori, who 
worked with the Newman-Haas 
CART Champ Car team knows very 
well just haw different. “In produc¬ 
tion development, the process goes 
through advanced engineering, 
then it’s handed over to forward 
model engineering, and then pro¬ 
duction engineering,” explained 
Baldori. “In racing, resources are 
more limited and one small 'group 
does it all. You see the whole pro¬ 
cess from concept to finished prod- 
uct, so you get a better 
understanding of the car as a sys¬ 
tem.” 

Racing engineers are exposed to 
some other harsh realities, as well. 
Weight and space are sacred com-' 
mqdities: ever added ounce saps ac¬ 
celeration, and every cubic inch 
adds aerodynamic drag. The toler¬ 
ances and criteria found in every 
facet of a race car are as stringent 
as the security and timeframe of the 
program itself. 

The demands are intense, but the 
urgency produces benefits. It 
speeds up development of innova¬ 
tive, practical technology, as well as 
processes, systems, and components 
that often transfer to the production 
mainstream. It also fosters quick, 
practical thinking and problem 
solving that engineers take with 


them throughout their careers. 

“Racing attracts people with a 
will to win and develops people 
who know how to win,” Davis says. 
“They must push their capabilities 
to the limits, exploring new ideas 
and new materials.” 

Like individuals in the racing 
arena, components are often 
pushed to levels on a daily basis 
which one might only encounter 
once in a lifetime in the production 
car world. A Ford F-150 truck entry 
might experience a 15-foot drop 
during an off-road desert race. Even 
under the heaviest use, a produc¬ 
tion world F-150 may be subject to a 
five- foot drop, still an uncommon 
maneuver. By designing compo¬ 
nents for extremes, Ford engineers 
can transfer their knowledge, re¬ 
sulting in a happy F-150 driver who 
barely notices otherwise treach¬ 
erous potholes. 

The systems developed for Amer¬ 
ica’s racetracks are finding their 
way onto stronger, lighter and more 
durable suspension components 
across the Ford product line. And 
racing engineers’ knowledge con¬ 
tinues to carry over from the 
crowded paddock of a major racing 
series into the studious environ¬ 
ment of the Ford engineering de¬ 
partment.
